duftriotis to debauch our five Nations of Indians in the Province of New York; 
taking Indefatigable pains tq, work on ſfeme by fear and menaces, on others 
by Enticement and Flattery 3 at4 the Meſlengers I lately fent to Encou- 
tage them, Inform me that ſeveral of our torward Fighting Indians that 
were beſt affe&ted to us, have lately been diſpatch'd out of the world by 
poyſon. The parting with Canada to the French, and the Eaſtern Country 
call's Aciiie or Nowa»Scotia, with (He noble Fiſhery on that Cozt, were a 
moſt* execrable Treachery to England, and intended without doubt to ſerve 
the ends of Popery. *Tis too well known what Intereſt chat King favour'd, 
that parted with Nowa-Scotia, and of what Religion he died. I have now 
in my hands his Original Order to the Governour of Nowa-Scoria, to Sur- 
render that Gountry. ro the French, and 'tis obſervable the Secretary of 
State that Counter-ſign'd the Order, afterwards died a Papiſt, Such fatal 
Miſgovernment in the late Reigns, ought to give us the higheſt Veneraci- 
on and value tor his Preſent Majeſty, who is in all reſpets a crue Pro-
